Slogan 


Why is a slogan? Eight or ten words, put 
together in a snappy phrase, stimulate a 
national business more definitely than almost 
any other factor, say business psychologists, 
who are trying to figure out a reason. The 
only definite thing they have decided is that 
a good slogan is about the best thing a big 
business can have. Perhaps that is why the 
public gets a chance, every once ina while, to 
win large sums of money by writing a popular 
slogan. The winners make big money at it— 
bigger money, in fact, than is made by those 
high-priced authors who get fabulous sums 
for their work. Many of these popular, highly 

aid authors are on record, but it is doubtful 
if an author with even the largest following 
has ever received a rate per word as high as 
that which the Music Industries Chamber of 
Commerce announces it is ready and willing 
to pay for an effective musical instrument 
slogan. 

n its $1,000 Musical Instrument Slogan 
Contest, the Chamber declares it prefers a 
concise, snappy slogan of a few words. In the 
case of a ten-word slogan this would be at 
the rate of $100 a word, The rate would be 
even higher if the ‘slogan adjudged the best 
were to be less than ten words, as it conceiv- 
ably may be. In no case is it truer than in 
that of a slogan that ‘‘brevity is the soul of 
wit,” and some of the most successful slogans 
have been sentences with less than ten 
words, notably those classic examples, ‘Say 
It with Flowers,” “Save the Surface and 
You Save All”, “Don’t Write, Telegraph,” 
and ‘Eventually, Why Not Now?” 

These brief, pithy sentences, it is esti- 
mated, have been worth many millions of 
dollars to the florist, paint and varnish, flour 
and telegraph industries. 

The Musical Instrument Slogan Contest, 

which closes December 1, is open to every- 
body and the number of slogans that may 
submitted by any one person is unlimited; 
neither is there any limit on the length of the 
slogan, although prospective entrants are 
reminded that a true slogan “packs a punch” 
in one sentence more powerful than a whole 
volume of words. Entries may consist either 
of words alone, or of words in combination 
with a symbol, or words arranged in a dis- 
tinctive type of lettering, and the jud| 
will decide primarily upon the merit of the 
words in a slogan. Music organizations may 
submit a joint entry in the contest. 
& The principal thing to be borne in mind, 
according to the rules, is that the successful 
slogan will convey the idea that everyone can 
and should play a musical instrument and 
emphasize the fact that no music gives the 
same satisfaction as that which we play 
ourselves, 

The judges who will award the prize of 
$1000 in the contest are S. L. Rothafel 
(“Roxy”), the famous movie impressario; 
Dr. Frank Crane, known to millions as an 
author-journalist; and Frank Presbrey, one 
of the outstanding advertising authorities 
in the nation.

Fxecellent Work Done 
by the Navy Stations 


There is a constant increase in the 
number of compass stations main- 
tained by the Navy department along 
the various consts. The latest statis- 
tics available show that 15,874 ship 
captains were shown their location 
during heavy fogs last year, and It ts 
fair to assume that at least 10 per 
cent of them might have been ground- 
ed or wrecked had It not been for the 
assistance given by radio. 

A compass station is a wireless plant 
where special apparatus is used for 
telling the definite location of a vessel. 
A ship {s lost in the fog; the wireless 
operator flashes out the signal, “Q. T. 
E.” The station receiving the mes 
sage adjusts the radio compass to 
meet the direction from which the 
Message comes. This is the “mechan- 
{cal ear” of the station and the oper- 
ator can tell exactly the direction 
down to a point of the compass. Each 
station getting the message reports to 
a central station, where calculations 
are made as to the location of the ship. 
The distance from shore is told by 
the strength of the signals. Then 
within five minutes of the time the 
vessel sends out the Inquiry the reply 
comes back and the ship's master 
knows just where he {s and pilots his 
craft accordingly.

same day, are of equal, if not of more 
importance than those of two years ago. 
In the years of presidential campaigns 
the voters are apt to lose sight of the 
local situation and as a result go to the 
polls inadequately prepared to vote for 
the State officers who will best serve 
their interests. 

Andover has always had a large 
majority for Republican candidates in 
both State and National elections.

Forty Years of Progress 


There are few families throughout the 
town of Andover that have not experienced, 
in some time of illness, sadness, loneliness or 
even in times of joy and gladness, a very 
intimate touch with the Courteous Circle of 
The King’s Daughters; but few families 
Naat really know that such work has 
been carried on by this same Courteous 
Circle for forty years, quietly, steadily and 
faithfully growing to the important place 
which is now fills in Andover Community 
life. So, no doubt, each family will be inter- 
ested in the birthday party which was held 
by the King’s Daughters in the South church 
on Monday evening at 6:30 p.m. At this 
supper, so much interesting information 
was revealed of the four ten-year periods, as 
they were reviewed by four past leaders— 
that it is well to present it for all to enjoy 
who could not attend. 

Period 1888 to 1898 was most happily re- 
told re Mrs. Elizabeth Pratt—and who 
could know the essence of those opening 
years as Mrs. Pratt, the originator! The 
four who followed their teacher into this 
new venture, which had been tried only two 
years in New York—had all the courage 
of the spiritual martyrs and used it man 
times in those formative years. But their 
aim was high and their loyalty strong, so 
success was destined to follow. Miss Florence 
Abbott, Mrss Blanche Cummings, Mrs. 
Edna Noyes, and Miss Maude Randall with 
their leader, Mrs. Pratt, joined in a few 
months by Miss Aborn and Miss ‘Gertie 
Barnard, laid the foundations of a work 
which has continued uninterrupted for forty 
years. Many of the early customs prove how 
conscientiously this little band went about 
its duties:—the name of the Circle—Courte- 
ous—which was kept a dead secret for 
several years until such time as “they 
could show that Courtesy was the goal for 
which they were aiming;” young women, 
who were new church members who could 
bring earnest, religious fervor to the Circle 
were the only ones ever solicited for member- 
ship, although a warm welcome greeted 
those who might desire to really work with 
them; even in this way membership in- 
creased so rapidly that it was difficult to 
keep every person active and surely there 
were no drones, for applications were closed 
at one time for six motnhs until such recon- 
struction could be brought about that 
would make each member really active. 

No greater tribute could be made to the 
splendid effort which this Circle put into 
these opening years than to know that the 
admission service which had been made and 
adapted for its use should have been recom- 
mended to the New York headquarters by a 
visiting State Secretary and later adopted 
as the official service of the Order, The 
method of naming committees in simple, 
straightforward terms no doubt proved an 
incentive for the work as the names were 
descriptive of the duties and even today 
sound alluring—Carriage Ten, Ministeing 
Ten, Friendly Ten—and Win One Ten, 

It would be pleasant to linger on these 
practices of the earlier years, they are so 
full of original, spontaneous, whole-souled 
devotion to The King and His Service, but 
ten years is only one quarter of forty and no 
record could contain all the wonderful work 
accomplished. Efficient service in office 
received its reward in a long term of leader- 
ship which Mrs. Pratt gave to the Circle 
and it was not until 1906 that she withdrew 
from the office and Mrs. F. Homer Foster 
followed her. It was her review which told 
the history of the years from 1898 to 1908, 

It is interesting to note that very early 
the service such as The King’s Daughters 

ive, must have appealed to many others 
resides the teacher and her four girls, for as 
early as 1898, Courteous Circle became a 
member of the Merrimack Valley League, 
and this enlarged friendship brought the 
Lawrence Circle here many times in the 
following years not only in conferences, but 
as invited guests at regular meetings. 

The Circle has had its years of stress and 
strain, suffered from the financial condition 
of the country and the financial condition of 


its own treasury, suffered from the compar- 
atively small hardship of holding meetings in 
Dr. Gilbert's office following the fire in the 
church in 1900, to the greater hardships 
brought on by the World War, Always one is 
impressed with the versatility which the 
women of these forty years have displayed, 
versatility in the kinds of service rendered 
and versatility in the ways and means of 
providing money to carry on such service. 
As early as 1905 Ingleside, the Home 
School for Girls in Revere, received their 
first gift from the Circle; so we can well say 
that twenty-five years of rendering aid has 
made us close friends, Boston Chinese 
Mission, Seaman’s Friend Society, work in 
California, Philippines, care of a Japanese 
circle, sewing meetings in war times and 
adoption of French orphans following war 
times, give ample assurance that interests 
have been broad and far reaching as well as 
local and useful. 2 3 
The period reviewed by Miss Madeline 
Hewes seems to bring the order as near to the 
present status as any of them, for changes 
and reforms become more numerous in 
those years from 1908-1918. Establishment 
of the present date for meetings—the first 
Monday of each month, the present scale 
of annual dues; the alternate social and 
devotional meetings, revision and printing 
of Constitution—all shows reorganization 
which has brought the present high level of 
efficiency to the Courteous Circle. 


Many innovations were brought into the 
Circle life of the past ten years, which as 
they were related by Mrs. V. D. Harrington, 
seemed to bring the link down to the present 
time—as nearly every member present had 
had a share in them. Community work was 
given a stimulus by the first Christmas 
pageant given in 1916 by all the Protestant 
churches and sponsored by The King’s 
Daughters. Censorship of Movies for the 
Town, the formation of an Organ Fund for a 
new South Church Organ—substantial con- 
| tributions to the famous “Hoover dinner” 
and to our own community work of the 


nS 


Guild—each one broadening the scope of an 
already active circle of workers—and aspiring 
to higher goals. 

Perpetuation of these ideals has been a 
desire from the first years when the Daisy 
Chain of daughters and their friends was 
formed, down to the more recent attempt at 
a Junior Rings Daughters which lost the 
connection with the senior circle and became 
the A. P. C. Sorority of the present day. It 
remains now for the camp girls from Cami 
Wampatuck to form the nucleus of a real, 
live Junior Circle. 

And so in loo! back over the forty years 
it seems self-evident that the Courteous 
Circle chose a name which could endure 
through the generation and bring to the 
town of Andover an increasing confidence in 
the sincerity of the kindly words and deeds 
which has been its mission, and bring to its 
King a record of earnest effort and a pled; 
for renewed endeavor to continue fh 
unselfish service until the next generation 
i Guete the vision and climbed to greater 

eights.

War Communique That 
Has Its Amusing Side 


An amusing Instance of war propa- 
ganda in the form of an official com- 
munique which gave an astounding 
Spanish version of the battle between 
Sir Francis Drake and the Spanish 
armada, has just come to light in 
London, Pierre Van Paassen records, 
in the Atlanta Constitution. This of- 
ficial Spanish prectamation, issued in 
Madrid by the government of Philip 
Il in September, 1588, tells a story 
which will astonish every schoolboy 
who remembers the story of the fa- 
mous game of bowls, and the sub- 
sequent trouncing of the Spanish 
fleet. The Spanish communique re- 
lates that the duke of Medina, in com- 
mand of the Spanish fleet, sailed up 
the channel as far as Plymouth 
“where, having been notified of the 
enemy’s presence, he mustered and 
placed in order all his warships; and 
cruising along the channel, on August 
1, they discerned’ some enemy sails, 
which the following day appeared to 
be sixty warships. These the duke 
caught up and overtook, but they 
would not give battle, although it was 
represented to them.” From this point. 
the Spanish version proceeds to re- 
late that finally some of the English 
ships did enguxe in real battle, which 
resulted in fifteen of them being taken 
by the Spanish, including Sir Francis 
Drake's flagship, with the admiral 
himself on bourd. What happened next 
the communique does not state, the 
imagination of the ofticlal writer hav- 
ing exhausted itself by that time. 
Similarly, during the World war, some 
communiques left troops at a certain 
point and never referred to them 
again, 


Bird Dog’s Dclicacy 
of Scent Remarkable 


The delicacy of a dog’s nose—his 
ability to sift and define scents of in- 
finite kinds—to locate birds for the 
gunner, or follow faint trails of game, 
is one of nature's most amazing mir- 
acles, 

High up in the tist of delicate dug 
noses are those possessed by the 
“bird dogs’—the setter and pointer. 

A pointer, from one whiff of the 
trail of a quail, can tell many things 
about that particular bird, no mat- 
ter how many chickens, ducks and 
geese have crossed his path. 

He knows, for instance, whether 
{t {gs alone or there are other quail 
with it, There is good evidence that 
he notes a difference between the 
body-scent and the foot-scent of the 
bird, because with only a breath of 
breeze in his favor, he can locate in 
the brush, many paces from him, an 
unseen quail that has walked or 
flown into cover to windward of bim, 
Moreover, if he strikes the trail of 
a walking bird, he knows which way 
it is moving and never makes the 
mistake of taking its back track. 

His nose tells him, at a distance, 
whether his master has merely 
wounded or killed the bird outright. 
If the latter, he goes forward witb- 
out hesitation and retrieves the quail. 
If wounded, he continues to point 
rigidly or advances at command until 
the bird again goes up—if it can.

“It 1s admitted that among those 
students who devote too much time 
to learning and to making high grades 
there are many who are normal men- 
tally. Mental disease and overstudy 
are common enough to be found to- 
gether occasionuily. A well-balanced 
boy or gir) finds sports, friendships 
and sex of suflicient importance to 
act as an antidote to overstudy and 
general school grind. In fact, it Is 
normal for youth to find study irk- 
some when It interferes with its fun. 

“Insanity resulting from overstudy 
{s merely a coincidence, and closer 
examination of such a case will usu- 
ally show other causes.”

ROGER BABSON TALKS ON THE 
COPPER SITUATION IN THE COUNTRY 


Shows Importance of Preventing Price Inflation — Leading Copper Interests Anxious to 
Achieve Stabilization — Too High Prices Would Check 
Demand Which Exceeds Output 


Babson Park, Massachusetts 

October 5, 1928 
Copper at 15 1-4c a pound is at the highest 
level in six years. This price represents an 
increase of 22 per cent over the prevailing 
poke in 1927. Furthermore, the export price 
as been raised to 15 1-2 a pound. Obviously 
the large low-cost producing companies are 
able to make good profits at this price, and 
the industry is experiencing prosperous 
conditions for the first time since 1923. 
There are three questions now of interest. 
First, what are the causes of this advance? 
Second, will it be possible to stabilize the 
price around current levels? Third, will the 
underlying influences for the future growth 

of the industry continue to operate? 


Causes For Copper Recovery 

It has often been said that there is plenty 
of copper underground. That is absolutely 
true. Moreover, in the past when copper 
consumption has increased and prices have 
strengthened, production has atop speeded 
up, not only in this country but all over the 
world. Soon we have had over-production, 
which in turn has demoralized the market 
and put the copper companies back into the 
red ink column. Now, however, there is a 
new factor. The Copper Export Association, 
formed a few years ago, is beginning to make 
its influence felt. It is an organization of 
American copper producers associated with 
whom are certain foreign producers and 
sellers. Under the provisions of the Webb 
Pomerene Act it is permitted to establish the 
export price of copper. This it has done suc- 
cessfully, Also, through voluntary co-opera- 
tion of leading American producers the 
domestic output of core as not been 
allowed to glut the market. i 

To be sure production has increased quite 
substantially during 1928. For the eight 
months ended August 30, the total new 
supply was 1,700,192,000 pounds comnared 
with 1,678,743,000 pounds for the same 
period in 1927. The production in August 
showed a gain over last year of 20,000,000 

unds, It cannot be said, therefore, that the 
id is clamped down on domestic output. 
The response to higher prices has been a 
substantial gain in production. 

On the other hand, this increase in output 
is not in proportion to the increase in demand, 
both domestic and foreign. For illustration, 
during the month of August, 255,000,000 
pounds of copper were consumed by do- 
mestic industries, and export demand, 
whereas the total new supply was only 
228,000,000 pounds. Moreover, in every 
month of 1928 since January consumption 
has exceeded production by a substantial 


margin. 

The consequence of this situation coupled 
with increasing foreign shipments is, very 
naturally, a duninishing supply. Stocks of 
refined copper on hand September 1 were at 
low levels, amounting tc somewhat over 
109,000,000 pounds. At the present rate of 
shipment this represents not more than two

Can Prices Be Stabilized? 

The thing which the leading copper inter- 
ests are most anxious to achieve t now is 
price stabilization. They clearly understand 
that a run-away copper market is the last 
thing to be desired. While 151-4 copper 
brings with it a substantial increase in pro- 
duction, they know that 17c copper would 
pa on an avalanche of over-production. 
Small high ane mines ir are not now 
operating would temporarily open up in 
great numbers. Furthermore, too high rices 
would be sure to check the demand and 
encourage the use of substitutes. Also it 
would not take long for labor to become very 
uneasy if it saw the companies selling on au 
high profit margin. Already there is increased 
wage agitation among the miners. From 
every point of view, therefore, it is for the 
best interests of the copper industry that 
prices of the metal be prevented from rising 
too high. 

Admittedly, it is a difficult thing to prevent 
price inflation in a commodity when the 
demand is so insistent. The character of 
recent buying indicates an abandonment of 
the hand-to-mouth method on the part of 
many consumers. Instead the tendency is 
toward buying heavily in excess of current 
requirements. This is a situation that it is 
difficult to control. Authorities seriously 
disagree as to the exact price at which copper 
can be stabilized under present conditions. 
Doubtless the mine officials themselves 
would like very much to know. The average 
opinion of authorities, however, would pro- 
bably place the figure at 14 3-4c to 15 1-4c a 
pound. Substantially higher figures invite a 

rice reaction through over-production; and 
ower would result in insufficient production. 
There is the possibility, however, that the 
decline in building operations which was 
noted in August may take some of the keen 
edge off the copper demand in the next few 
months. Building is one of the three largest 
consumers of copper, accounting for approxi- 
mately 280,000, junds annually. 
recent decline in building is more than 
temporary it will constitute one restricting 
influence on the demand. At any rate the 
copper industry as a whole will be permanent- 
ly better off if prices can be stab some- 
where around current levels than if they are 
subjected to speculative inflation.

Automobiles, now in the 
hey-day of prosperity are taking annually 
in the neighborhood of 300,000,000 pounds 
of copper. Building, which up until August 
this year had exceeded all previous records 
in volume, requires annually over 280,000,000 
pounds, There are many other important 
copper consumers such as shipbuilding, loco- 
motives, railway cars and bearings, Posies 
the manufacture of numerous brass and 
San products for domestic use and export.

Rare Book Secured by 


Library of Congress 
One of the rarest of books on scl- 
ence, the first edition of Sir Isaac 
Newton's “Principia,” was obtained 
by the Library of Congress, after years 
of search. Though only an inch and 
a half thick and ten Inches: high by 
seven and a half inches wide, with 
510 pages, it has been termed “the 
most important printed work on ex 
act science ever published.” It war 
published In 1687 in London, and In {1 
Newton first gave to the world the 
results uf his fundamental study of 
the laws of gravitation, Two Issues 
of the first edition were made In the 
year of its publication, one being in 
tended for sale In England, and the 
other on the Continent. The Library 
of Congress copy is of the first issue. 
However, the entire edition was small 
and it is related by contemporary 
writers that as early as 1691 {it was 
very difficult to obtain. At present ft 
is almost completely unprocurable. 
The library's copy was bought for 
Watson Davis, managing editor of 
Science Service. but upon learning of 
the library’s desire for a copy, he re 
Iinquished it. The full title of the 
book, in Latin, is “Philosophie Nat- 
uralis Principia Mathematica.” An tn- 
teresting feature of the title page fe 
that it bears the imprimatur, or ap 
proval, of Samuel Pepys, famous for 
his diary, who was at that time pres!- 
dent of the Royal society.

Dog Must Catch Fish 
or Go Without Meal 


The Ainus of Saghalin, off the SI- 
berian coast, have a unique method 
of fishing for salmon-trout with dogs. 
The waters about the island are won- 


derfully clear and from a boat the 


bottom of the water is distinctly vis- 
ible and innumerable salmon-trout 
may be seem swimming. 

The Ainus, when about to fish, take 
with them a number of dogs. At a 
certain point all the men and dogs 
come to a halt. Then half the men 
and dogs move farther along the 
water’s edge, about 200 yards. At a 
concerted signal, the dogs are start- 
ed from their respective points, and 
swim straight out seaward in a sin- 
gle file in two columns, At a cry 
from the Ainus, the right column 
wheels left and the left column 
wheels right, until the heads of the 
columns meet. Then, at a another 
signal, all of them swim in line to 
ward the shore, 

As the dogs near the shore, in- 
creasing numbers of fish appear in 
the shallow water, frightened by the 
splashing of the advancing column of 
dogs, which, as soon as their feet 
touch bottom, pounce upon the fishes 
with lightning rapidity. The animals 
promptly bring the fish which they 
have seized to their masters, who cut 
off their heads and give each dog the 
head that belongs to him as his share 
of the catch, The dog that catches 
nothing gets nothing, 

It is belleved that this dog-drill of 
the Ainus {fs entirely unique, It ts 
the more extraordinary when it ts 
considered that the dogs, many of 
which have been captured from the 
forests, are still half wild.
